tious •tatemcnts, ttiuny of hi^ Majesty’s 
faithful and pcaccablc subjects were 
kept in a state of terror and alurm, and 
the nsaj^^isîrales were undor ibe ucce»i- 
ty oicaiiin^ouc (tte civil power, which 
was in many instdoccs no prcMeciion at 
all. 
Such a state of thinRS could not 
continue, and the commit'ec were of 
opinion that huthcr provisions were 
necessary for the prescrvùiion of tho 
pubhi peace.

Viscount ' idnniut;» rose on the ordei 
of the day to move the second reading of 
the bill to enable his majesty's minis- 
t^i s to provide for the prolrcuoi; of tt»e 
throne and government, l>y the powei ot 
apprehending and securing aU peiaons 
reasonably suspected of a design to 
overthrow the eonstitutional govern­ 
ment. 
He had particulai ly to call toe 
attention of the house to three promi­ 
nent features in the report ; fiist, the 
conspiracy to overturn the government, 
and resort to general plunder ; 3dly, the 
extension of the conspiracy to vaiious 
parts uf tl)e kingdom ; and 3dly, the de­ 
claration of the committee that further 
provisions were necestary for the pro- 
(Action of the public peace. 
He advert­ 
ed to clubt for reform, observing, tlmt 
although reform wat in their mouths, 
revolution wat in their hearts. 
The 
first disturbance of the peace took place 
in Spafields on the 2d December, when 
it Wat nocetsar^ to employ the ntilitary 
to assist the civil power. 
H'^ also call­ 
ed upon their lordthipt to afford pro­ 
tection to ihe illuttriout pertonage who 
on the day of the meeting of Parliament, 
was not only Vnsulted, but his tacred 
l>cr«on endangered. 
He enumerated 
the lawt i^woisld be necessary to en-

Tho M arqult of W elletley okacrvod, 
tho country had been tufTcriof for tono 
time pakt, under that ditirett which, ot 
Lord Bacon had detcribcd it, wat the 
true legitimate parent of tediiion ; and, 
under theao circumstancet, %at it ex­ 
traordinary that tymptoms of ditaffec- 
tion had ahewn themtelvet among a

'Restraint, how­ 
ever, wat the best proteotor of liberty, 
and the Inw must be made strong 
enough^o meet and grapple with the 
evil. 
But it wat not a alight diiturb- 
ance, or even treasonable practicea, if 
confined within a certain extent, which 
woulcfjuttify a departure from the ct- 
tabliahed constitutional law. 
There 
m utt be a ttrong case of necessity made 
out before such a measure could 
or 
ought to be adopted:-A s iar as thit 
measure went with respect to prevent­ 
ing meetings, 
and adjournmentt of 
meetingt, it had his support, as well as 
any measure tending for the preset va- 
tion and safety of ihe Prince Regent, 
but he could not go to the length of 
agreeing to the suspension of the H a­ 
beas (>)rpus Act. 
He had not at pre­ 
sent such evidence at would justify his 
geing that length. 


The noble Secretary ofState had said, 
he should have considered the attack on 
his royal highness as sufficient grounds 
ior proposing this measure. 
If the no­ 
ble lords could have made out this at* 
tack on his royal highness to have had 
any connection with the spafields m eet­ 
ing, it wat t terious charge against 
them that they had not stated it to the 
house. 
I he noble lord might smile, 
but he had better answer 
with his 
speeches than hit insolence.— Or</<rr, 
order ! 


Lord Liverpool had no intention to 
offend the noble marquis, but he would 
nut be bound to manage his smiles ac 
cording to the dictates of the noble mar­ 
quis, or of any other man alive — //rar, 
dear / 


Lord Liverpool agreed with the no­ 
ble marquis, that it was not for every 
instance of treasonable practices that (he 
Habeas Corpus should be suspended ; 
but if the house believed the report at 
all, there was proof tbat a widely-spread 
conspiracy did at present ex ist; serious 
circumstances ban come to light, even 
during the time the committee was tit­ 
ling ; and*the noble lord observed, he 
believed the conspiracy was more ex­ 
tensive, and more malignant than it was 
in IT94; and if ever there was a case 
which justified the suspension of the 
Habeati Corpus Act, he believed the 
present case did.

suspended, when all the present existing 
law a were in existence \ and if the dan­ 
ger was aa great as he considered it, he 
was persuaded the laws at present in ex 
isvence, were uot sufficient to meet it. 


hu F. Burdett congratulated the No 
ble Lord (i. Russel) on the maoly man 
utr nt which he had that night come for- 
WM cl, in support of that liberty, for the 
esiclikishment of which his revered an 
cea'.or lost bis life. 
1 he grounds of the 
pri'ieut measure, as he underkiood from 
the speech of the Learned Solicitor-Ge- 
neidl, was the fear of the Speucean Sys­ 
tem. 
Poor Mr. bpence, who had been 
UcwU upw atdtof 25 years, never during 
hi» lilc thnr^xht he should bo a person 
of 30 much importance as 1)0 was now 
made. 
In his opinion, however. It was 
not from the Spence system lhat we had 
to appiehend danger, but the Exjtence 
sybtem—a syatem which ministers de­ 
termined never to abandon ; tince when 
it was proposed only to give up to the 
cry of the People a Lord of the Admi­ 
ralty, the Noble Lord »tcpped forward, 
crying out that for the safety of the Con­ 
stitution and the country, they must 
make a stand, and refuse the boon which 
the people atked.

Abstract of thè Suspension Bill, 


The act for suspending the Habeas 
Corpus Act, after a preamble iu the fol­ 
lowing words, « W hereas a traitorous 
conspiracy has been formed for the pur­ 
pose of overthrowing, by means of a 
general insurrectioii, the established 
government, laws and constitution of 
this kingdom ; and whereaa designt and 
practices of a treasonable and highly 
dangerous nature are now carrying on 
in the metropolik, and in many other 
parts 
of Great-Brtain," proceeds to 
enact, tbat for the better preservation of 
the persons of the king and prince re- 
geni, and the peace of tho kingdom, all 
persons imprisoned at the time of the 
passing of the act, or after, in that part 
of the kingdom called Great-Britain, by 
warrant of (he Privy Council, or of any 
of the .Secretaries of State, for high 
treason, or treasonable practices, shall 
be detained in safe custody, without bale 
or mainprise, until the 1st day of July 
next,and until that day no judge or juatico 
of Ihe peace shall bail, or try aech per­ 
son, without order fiom the Privy Coun­ 
cil. 
The act then expressly suspends 
the “ act for preventirg wrongous im­ 
prisonment,” &c. made in t7ut, for the 
period above mentioned, and among 
some other provisions requires tbat per­ 
sons imprisoned for the causes mention­ 
ed shall be kept separate, and prevented 
from commuuicating with one another.
